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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to amendment filed 07/18/2006 and interview summary 
7/27/2006. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312.

This application has been amended as follows: 



Claim 1. (Currently amended) A sensor device comprising: 

a coated electric wire wound around a detection circuit in a planar manner so as to 
electrostatically shield the detection circuit, wherein the electric wire is coated with an 
insulating material; 

a detection circuit board having the detection circuit; and 

a cylindrical case: 

wherein the coated electric wire is wound around the detection circuit board in a 
cylindrical manner so as to form a cylindrical surface, and the direction of an axis of the 
cylindrical surface is parallel to the direction of the axis of the case. 
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Claim 3. (Cancelled) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,2,4-1 1 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 3 (page 6, last paragraph, and page 7) have 
been considered and is convincing. Accordingly, claim 1 has been amended by including the 
limitations from claim 3. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1, is the inclusion of in the combination as 
claimed, a detection circuit board having the detection circuit, and a cylindrical case, wherein 
the coated electric wire is wound around the detection circuit board in a cylindrical manner 
so as to form a cylindrical surface, and the direction of an axis of the cylindrical surface is 
parallel to the direction of the axis of the case. 

Pertinent Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Berkcan (US 2002001 1832) discloses electrostatic shield winding wound around sensor 
winding. 
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Bullock (US 5,066,904) discloses electrostatic shield 56 for a current sensor (Fig. 3). 
Cotton (US 6,713,685 Bl) discloses EMI shielding structure for printed circuit on circuit 

board.
